As I look out the window and see the 
snow that has closed school for four days 
this week and wonder about my presence 
in Robbins, Tennessee, I think back to last 
summer when Margee and I were 
struggling with the decision whether to 
leave McConnelsville, Ohio, and move to 
rural Tennessee. It seemed like such a big 
decision. Now, I’m somewhat stunned by 
all the circumstances that took me from a 
Welfare Department Food Stamp Supervi- 
sor to a lay-pastor with the Robbins Parish 
and a community worker with the 
Morgan-Scott Project in less than a month. 
And as my father-in-law says, ‘Without an 
hour of seminary training” — for me it’s 
shocking! 


I’ve come to Tennessee to offer my 
talents and services to the churches and to 
the community, to proclaim the word of 
God, to work with the people and be a 
friend. But more important to me is that 
I’m an apprentice to the mountains. I’m 
learning about the Cumberland Plateau, 
about mountain folks and pinto beans, 
about saying ‘You all right?’ and ‘I don’t 
care to,’ about slowing down life’s pace, 
about making people important, and about 
how God has chosen to minister to the 
people of the Appalachians. 


I feel that I must be one of God’s chosen 
folk to be able to share in the life of two 
small churches, to work with local people 
in starting a group home for teenagers, to 
run a Christmas Store for those with very 
small incomes, and to share in the life of 
the Morgan-Scott Project. I am excited by 
this apprenticeship! And as I learn, I pray 
that I will be able to minister to those 
around me, enabling them to realize their 
dreams, and to live their hopes, and that 
through this, we will all share in God’s 
love.

With the extensive work 
of two planning committees, the 
congregation was enabled the past year to 
make several critical decisions concerning 
its ministry in the future. The tangible 
results of this decision-making process 
included: tearing down the remains of the 
sanctuary burned in 1973 — sale of the 
church parsonage, the proceeds of which 
will be invested to provide a living 
allowance for the minister — and changing 
their minister’s role from part-time to 
full-time. The change in their minister’s 
status is an accomplishment of which the 
Brookmeade congregation is quite proud:

Bokotola 
By Millard Fuller 


New Houses, New Life, New Community 

“Years ago, when the missionaries 
came, the first thing they did was build’ 
nice houses for themselves. Next, they 
built nice houses for God, but they didn’t 
help people build houses,” said Pastor 
Lokoni of Mbandaka, Zaire, Africa. 

Millard Fuller has the vision of building 
houses for people whose lives have been 
shortened and made unhappy by the 
houses in which they have had to live. 
Because these homes are sold through 
no-interest loans, the very poor can afford 
them. Thus the name of the first major 
project in Africa has been changed from 
Bokotola, ‘“‘the person who does not like 
others,’’ as the area was called when it 
was secured, to Losanganya, “‘reconciler, 
everyone together.” 


Some people you meet in the book: 


Mbomba, the foreman at Bokotola, with 
his energy and sensitivity to people, and 
practical and spiritual wisdom. 

Pastor Lokoni, prison and_ hospital 
chaplain; raising 9 children of relatives on 
about $26 a month income; hosting the U.S. 
volunteers; a pastor of incredible joy and 
hope. 

Clarence Jordan of Koinonia, whom God 
used to transform Millard Fuller’s life and 
who in turn saw Koinonia given new life as 
a result. 

Mompongo, educated in the U.S., who 
returned to his village and has built a high 
school and six junior high schools, heads 
the department of education of his Region, 
and now is starting a home-building 
project in Ntondo with the inspiration and 
help of Habitat for Humanity. 


Bokotola is an invitation to take part in 
helping provide a Habitat for Humanity, 
perhaps through gifts and prayers, 
perhaps — whether young or old — 
through a month, a year, or a lifetime of 
personal involvement, where you live or 
far away.
